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The  recently  discovered  accidental  introduction  of  the  European 
corn  borer  {Pyrausta  nubilalis  Hbn.)  into  various  portions  of  the 
northeastern  section  of  the  United  States  has  focused  upon  the  in- 
sect intense  interest  on  the  part  of  all  who  are  likely  to  be  affected 
by  its  ravages.  The  interest  thus  aroused  has  stimulated  to  a  con- 
siderable extent  the  production  of  publications  on  the  subject.  The 
presence  of  this  pest  may  render  necessary  a  considerable  change  in 
agricultural  practice  and  doubtless  will  affect  appreciably  the  eco- 
nomic structure  of  infested  States,  especially  their  commerce  in  re- 
lation to  Federal  and  State  quarantine  restrictions.  The  literature 
on  this  insect  is  therefore  of  interest,  not  only  to  the  professional 
entomologist  but  also  to  growers  of  and  dealers  in  the  various  crops 
in  the  localities  affected  or  likely  to  become  affected. 

In  the  preparation  of  this  circular  an  effort  has  been  made  to 
bring  together  all  of  the  more  important  available  references  to  the 
European  and  American  literature  on  this  insect  down  to  January  1, 
1925.  The  writer  has  included  a  number  of  articles  from  agricul- 
tural journals  and  similar  publications  where  special  historical  or 
economic  interest  would  be  thus  served,  as  such  publications  often 
furnish  the  only  source  for  considerable  information  of  value.  All 
articles  of  minor  or  incidental  importance,  especially  those  repre- 
senting duplication,  from  other  printed  sources,  have  been  omitted 
from  the  published  data.  However,  a  complete  card  bibliography 
comprising  all  known  references  of  every  kind  pertaining  to  the 
insect,  and  containing  approximately  900  titles,  has  been  prepared  by 
the  writer  for  the  branch  of  Cereal  and  Forage  Insect  Investigations 
of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  is  available  for  consultation  by 
students.
